London. OcL JL—(Canadian Preaa 
Cable)—A Reuter dispatch from 
Geneva says that at Saturday's meet¬ 
ing of the International Labor Con¬ 
ference ths Canadian and British 
Government delegates were among 
the many Government representatives | 
who supported all ths labor dele¬ 
gate* In securing the retention onj 
on Hie programme of items concern¬ 
ing unemployment, protection of] 
women apd children and technical lo-i 
struction In agriculture. The South] 
African Government, however, went 
with the minority, which included the 
French and Swiss Government dele¬ 
gates. 

S. R. Parsons of Ganada. sym¬ 
pathised with ths French abjections 
and contended that the inclusion of 
agricultural questions in ths agenda 
was Impracticable. He suggested 
going slowly as regarded recom¬ 
mendations and conventions. Some 
of his statements regarding wages 
and the Amsterdam Internationale 
called forth protests from Delegate 
Poulton of Great Britain and Dele¬ 
gate Tom Moore of Canada. Mr. 
Moore said if the benefits enjoyed 
by the Industrial workers could ex¬ 
tend to agricultural workers It would 
conduce to keeping agricultural 
workers on the farms nad preventing 
migration to towns.

That the Japanese freighter Fukui Maru may still be afloat 
and a menace to navigation was indicated in a nriiio message picked 
up by the Canadian Pacific linor Kmpreaa of Ruwua from Captain 
Pearson, master of the U. 8. Shipping Board freighter West Ivan, 
the vessel which saved the entire crew of the sinking Japanwe 
ship. 

The following messagf was picked up by the chief radio 
operator of the Empress of Russia at 6.45 p.m’., October *27, when 
the Fukui Maru. after her crew had been transferred* to aafety, is 
reported to have foundered:

Advocates Ono-Msn Cars. 

Mr. Ooward thoroughly discussed 
the one-man car problem, quoting 
statements from the heads of the 
leading street car companies in Can¬ 
ada and the United States to prove 
that the margin of safety was greater 
with one-man earn than with two- 
man control, that thero was no in¬ 
terruption or delays in the service 
and that the public was entirely 
satisfied with the new order of' 
thinga 

Mr. Goward defended the company’s 
action in Introducing the safety cars, 
stating th*t It was absolutely 
necessary in order that past deficits i 
might be avoided In the future. He 
pointed out that the company has 
three million dollars Invested in the 
local street oar* system and that 
during the first six months of the 
year It lost $11,900 which combined 
with the Interest which most he pro¬ 
vided. meant a loss this year of 
$176,000. 

"If you are in business, and you 
find that you are losing money there 
are only two ways In which you can 
overcome your trouble." remarked 
Mr. Goward. "One is by Increasing 
the cost of your product, and the 
other Is to reduce the cost of opera¬ 
tion A public utility in a semi¬ 
public body which is endeavoring to 
give service to everybody. There 
would he a great d«*il of trouble if 
we were to Increase our fare, when 
one recalls the amount of trouble 
there was In getting the six-cent 
fare. The other course, therefore, is 
open to us,,,that of reducing our op¬ 
erating expenses. In deciding on 
this course we decided to discuss the 
matter in public and give the citl- 
sens our reasons for doing so 1 
think that if a company can get 
along by reducing Its operating ex¬ 
penses instead of increasing the coat 
of Us product It should do so."

Copies of two Victoria By-laws 
drawn up in 1842 and printed In the 
plant of The Victoria Chronicle have 
been presented to Mayor Porter by 
William Burnes, of the Customs De¬ 
partment. The old ordinances relate 
to public nuisances and the construc¬ 
tion of wooden sidewalks. They are 
now adorning the walls of the 
Mayor's office. It Is said that the 
by-laws were the first printed here. 
They bear the signature of the first 
Mayor of Victoria, Thomas Harris. 

The measures are as fpllows: 

Ordinance on Nuisances. 

Wc, the Mayor and Councilors in 
Council convened, by virtue of the 
power and authority vested in us 
by an Act entitled "An Act to Incor¬ 
porate the City of Victoria." passed 
the second day of August, A. D., 1842. 
and in the twenty-sixth year of the 
reign of Her Most Gracious Majesty, 
Queen Victoria; and whereas. It Is 
expedient for the good government 
of the city. 

Sec. 1. Therefore be it ordained, 
that from and after the passing of 
this ordinance, no slaughter-house, 
tannery, distillery, or other offensive 
trade or occupation, shall be con¬ 
ducted In any premises situated with¬ 
in the limits of the said city, under 
a penalty not exceeding one pound 
sterling for each offense. 

Sec. 2.' That no person shall ride 
or drive through the pubttc streets 
at a pace exceeding eight miles per 
hour, under a penalty not exceeding 
One pound sterling for each offense.

The result Is the new language. Mo. 
wfjich is now being taught la all 
countries, and h*a p larger number 
of speakers than Esperanto ever had. 
The afcost notable difference between 
the two laKguages is that In Tdo the 
words have a fairer proportion of 
Latin roots. Latin being the basis of 
French. Spanish. Portuguese and 
Italian, and much of English. It is 
only reasonable, in choosing a com¬ 
mon speech, that the people of west¬ 
ern Europe and of the New World 
should prefer a some whs latinised 
structure. German. 'Scandinavian, 
and Russian words are there, too. but 
they are not incorporated in such a 
way as to spoil the smooth-running 
Italian-like character of Ido’s words. 
We do not find, in Ido. any letters 
that cannot be printed In unaccented 
type; nor such a disproportion of 
guttural sounds and ugly termin¬ 
ations (such as as exists in 

the so.called Immutable language. But 
perhaps the elimination of the ac¬ 
cusative case, to which Zamenholf so 
stubbornly and inexcusably adhered, 
is the most notable point of differ¬ 
ence. 

It is regrettable If any of your 
readers should be led to spend their 
good time acquiring proficiency in a 
language that Is fast retiring Into the 
obscurity of obsolescence. If they 
have a desire to learn something of 
a real International language—a 
language that Is really alive and not 
stillborn—they may obtain all Infor¬ 
mation of Ido by writing to Mr. J. 
Warren Baxter, Secretary of the Bri¬ 
tish Idistic Society, 47 Limes Grbve. 

E. But those 
that have made up their mind and 
cannot alter It (even as Dr Zamen¬ 
holf himself), will not trouble to in¬ 
vestigate. Flattered by the distinc¬ 
tion of being called “delegates*’ to 
the periodical resurrections, they will 
go on believing in the queer cult that 
surrounds Esperanto with an unsav¬ 
ory German flavor, and even if I 
were to quote The Bull Creek Poet- 
Intelligencer to their confusion it 
would not shake their belief.

To the Editor:—The peculiar pro¬ 
paganda in which the few xealoua 
Esperantlsta find an outlet for their 
exuberance is exemplified by the 
letter In last Saturday's Times, in 
which a correspondent quotes The 
Storm-Ljiks Pilot-Tribune to the 
effect that somebody somewhere has 
found Esperanto useful. 

UQdoubtedly It has been learned 
and spoken by groups of people here 
and there at one time and another. It 
is then usually forgotten. Before the 
war. persona of a supposedly ideal¬ 
istic frame of mind and with an lo¬ 
ci i nation to travel gathered occas¬ 
ionally in European centres and held 
a resurrection of Esperanto. The 
delegates, who are reputed to have 
worn green trousers, dsbbled In many 
side-lines, such as a German-fed 
peace propaganda, but the piece de 
resistance of their conventions was 
to hear “Hamlet** mutilated into Es¬ 
peranto. On this they invariably 
waxed enthusiastic. 

2 Esperanto has been superseded, 
but it dies hard A number of the 
most eminent philologists In ths 
world .one years ago decided that 
Zamenhofs uncompromising attitude 
towards tha Improvement of his syn¬ 
thetic language must eventually 
prove fatal. 80 they set eut to con¬ 
struct a language more tn accordance 
with the needs of western peoples, 
and. while scoeptlng the main roots 
of Esperanto as a basis, they reduced 
the preponderance of eastern (par¬ 
ticularly Russian) forma. They did 
not pretend as did Bamanhof. that 
the result tit their work should be 
regarded as absolute and Immutable.
